High po int o f the v isit fo r the Americans was 
the meeting with Premier Cho u En-lai who 
ex ­ 
pressed ho pe o f co ntinued go o dwill. 


SPEAKING AT A receptio n fo r teams fro m the 
United States, Britain, Canada, Nigeria 
and Co ­ 
lo mbia, Cho u addressed himself to the Americans 
and said: “ I am 
co nfident 
that this 
beginning 
again o f o ur friendship will certainly meet with 
the majo rity suppo rt o f o ur two peo ples.” 
Washingto n and o ther capitals aro und the wo rld 
are attempting to gauge the significance o f this 
new internatio nal dev elo pment. 
Being po ndered are questio ns like these: 
Is this 
a legitimate attempt o n the part o f Red China to 


mo v e into the circle o f natio ns thro ugh mo re ami­ 
able relatio ns with an o ld enemy ? Was it a mo v e 
designed to steal the thunder fro m the 24th Co m­ 
munist Party Co ngress in Mo sco w and needle the 
So v iet Unio n? Is the o bv io us emphasis o n a peo - 
ple-to -peo ple pro gram meant to 
embarrass 
the 
U.S. go v ernment? 


THESE AND OTHER related questio ns are no w 
o ccupy ing 
the 
time 
o f 
diplo mats 
aro und the 
wo rld. 
On the surface at least, there is a thawing o f 
Red China’s po licy to ward the United States and 
this has to be v iewed ho pefully as a small step 
to ward ev entual wo rld stabilizatio n. 
The U.S. go v ernment, which deserv es co mmen­ 
datio n fo r making the first o v ertures, will be fo l­ 
lo wing up the lead altho ugh the co ntact was mado 
at a lo wer-than-diplo matic lev el. 
Ultimate answers to the hard questio ns will be 
deliv ered by future actio ns o n the part o f Red 
China. The wo rld ho pes they will be po sitiv e. 


The Opinion Gap 


A strange ano maly seems to ex ist thro ugho ut 
the wo rld. The so -called dev elo ped natio ns 
ac­ 
co mplished this status and its co nsequent stand­ 
ard o f liv ing by dint o f brains, hard wo rk and, o f 
co urse, a supply o f natio nal reso urces. 
Other natio ns hav e the reso urces but hav e no t 
dev elo ped pro po rtio nately fo r many reaso ns. 
No w the “ hav e-no t” natio ns are clamo ring fo r 
eco no mic equality o n the basis o f a natural right 
rather than a reward fo r human effo rt. 
Part o f the belief has been fo stered by mis­ 
guided do -go o ders in the “ hav e” natio ns, 
so me 
hav ing guilt 
feelings 
fo r 
past 
and 
co ntinued 
wro ngs, but o thers fo r idealistic reaso ns leading 
to the co nclusio n that ev ery o ne is entitled to the 
go o d things o f life. 
This gro up apparently feels that achiev ements 
deserv e little admiratio n while eco no mic and so ­ 
cial inequality sho uld be co ndemned per se. 
No natio n in the histo ry o f the wo rld has ex ­ 


hibited such munificience as the United 
States 
and y et o ur allies o r friends are few and far be­ 
tween. While we po ur o ut aid to the Latin Amer­ 
ican co untries, what do we get in return? 
Chile seizes o ur 
fishing 
v essels, 
ex pro priates 
pro perties financed and dev elo ped by U.S. inter­ 
ests and no w is lo o king to China as its future big 
custo mer. 
Ecuado r has jo ined the fav o rite Latin American 
spo rt o f “ ro bbing the gringo ” by seizing the All 
America Cables Radio , Inc., a subsidiary o f I.T.T. 
Bo liv ia has ado pted a similar ro ute. 
While all o f this is go ing o n the United States 
co ntinues to help these same co untries no t o nly 
in direct aid but also in pay ing what amo unts to 
subsidized prices fo r co ffee and sugar, instead o f 
letting each co untry sell at wo rld prices o nly . 
With a mo unting adv erse balance o f pay ments, 
it is abo ut time fo r the United States to take care 
o f its o wn and let o ther natio ns dev elo p in the 
same manner we did. 


Russian Spider Web In Cuba 


Fidel Castro , prime minister o f Cuba, is kno wn 
thro ugho ut the wo rld 
fo r 
his 
braggado cio . 
His 
bo asting, in past y ears, o f what he wo uld do and 
what Cuba wo uld do rang o ut lo udly , if no t al­ 
way s co nv incingly . 
But, like so many braggards, his bo asting o ften 
was mo re ho t air than fact. 
Cuba, after a decade o f Castro ’s leadership, is 
in a bad way , so bad, in fact, that the So v iet Un­ 
io n finally has decided to try to build up the is 
land’s sagging eco no my fro m the grass ro o ts. 


RUSSIA’S DECISION to do this is understand­ 
able in that fo r the biggest part o f that decade 
the So v iet Unio n has giv en aid to Cuba at the rate 
o f abo ut $1 millio n each day . 
Co nsequently So v iet technicians are swarming 
thro ugho ut Cuba, fitting into lo w-lev el po sitio ns in 
an apparent attempt to restructure the 
island’s 
eco no my . 
Observ ing this infiltratio n o f Russians into the 
life stream o f Cuba, o ne wo nders if it is entirely 
a pro gram to rescue Cuba’s eco no my and reduce 
the So v iet fo reign aid to the Co mmunist island. 
Obv io usly 
the 
Kremlin 
leaders 
are 
unhappy 


abo ut co mmunism’s failure in Cuba fo r it makes 
their sales pitch mo re difficult in o ther natio ns 
they wo uld like to co mmunize. It makes co mmu­ 
nism lo o k bad when Cuba is co mpared with cap­ 
italist states. 
There also co uld be ano ther ex planatio n fo r the 
So v iet Unio n’s current activ e ro le in Cuba. If the 
Russians are taking co ntro l o f the co untry po liti­ 
cally instead o f just eco no mically , it co uld mean 
still greater peril fo r the United States. 
Cuba co uld indeed be ano ther Czecho slo v akia. 


THE SOVIET UNION may see, in its current 
pro gram, a way to co unteract and diminish 
the 
influence o f Red China in Cuba. Fo r with Cuba 
so to tally dependent o n the So v iet Unio n Castro 
will find it increasingly difficult to flirt with Red 
China, as he has in the past, to the irritatio n o f 
the So v iet Unio n. 
The big facto r in the future o f Cuba is the peo ­ 
ple themselv es. If they do no t co o perate 
with 
the Russians, the eco no my hardly can impro v e. 
And if it do es no t impro v e, Cuba will co ntinue to 
be just the o ppo site o f a Co mmunist sho wcase. 


Amish Keep Their Old Ways

WALNUT CREEK, Ohio - 
Spring has no t had an easy time 
o f it in much o f the natio n this 
y ear. The weather has changed, 
the natio nal 
glo o m 
has 
no t. 
War crimes hav e ro bbed the 
redbuds o f their magic, pussy 
willo ws can’t co mpete with po l­ 
lutio n, a cro cus do esn’t hide the 
increasing despair o f men o ut 
o f 
wo rk. 
Ev ery where 
there 
seems a public temper mo re fit­ 
ting to deep winter. 
Yet there are ex ceptio ns. Ed­ 
ucatio nal ex ceptio ns. 


HERE IN east central Ohio , 
where there are farms instead 
o f fae.o ries, where co ws o ut­ 
number Chev ro lets, 1 o f Amer­ 
ica’s happy so cieties 
the o ld 
o rder Amish 
has greeted the 
ro bins the same as alway s, in 
peace and pro sperity . 
Mo ses Kauffman is spreading 
manure in his fields. It co v er3 
his legs to his knees. It smell 
like Lo rd do n’t kno w. But the 
Amish farmer wo uld hav e it no 
o ther way . “ Ain’t no thing riper 
than April manure,” he grins, al­ 
mo st giggles. He pauses. Wipes 
his 
nubby 
fingers 
o v er 
his 
beard. “ That’s o ne o f the pro b­ 
lems with the wo rld,” he sighs. 
“ Peo ple’d rather fight wars than 
spread manure.” 
Mo ses Kauffman is o ne o f an 
estimated 13,000 Amish residents 
in this part o f Ohio . He say s 
it’s the largest such settlement 
in the natio n. Also , perhaps, the 
mo st 
traditio nally 
disciplined. 
Many o f the regio n’s Amish 
ex ist quite as they did 100 y ears 
ago , fo rsaking techno lo gy and 
so phisticatio n in o rder to pre­ 
serv e what they believ e is the 
true spirit o f Christianity : Go o d 
wo rk and go o d thinking. 
“ We do n’t co ndemn industrial 
pro gress,” say s Kauffman, re­ 
mo v ing a co tto n knit cap fro m 
his head. “ We just prefer no t 
to accept it o urselv es. We think 
that techno lo gy can lead to ter­ 
rible things. Lo o k at histo ry and 
m 


speaking, it is alway s the highly 
industrialized natio ns that war.” 


AS IT HAPPENS, Kauffman 
and many o ther o ld line Amish 
kno w the war tendencies o f na­ 
tio ns well. They are largely o f 
German descent. And to so me 
ex tent, 
their 
sect 
o riginally 
fo rmed because o f the awful 
truth o f Euro pean battlefields. 
At first, their religio n was en­ 
tirely Menno nite. Then in 1693 
o ne Jaco b Ammo n split fro m 
the parent bo dy to fo rm the 
Amish “ fo r purpo ses o f stricter 
discipline.” 
Ev er since, 
Kauffman 
and 
o ther o ld o rder peo ple hav e kept 
the faith. 
It hasn’t been easy . The Am­ 
ish themselv es quarrel o v er the 
necessity to keep the o ld life 
sty le. Children especially hav e 
fo und it difficult to accept an­ 
cient custo ms. As a result the 
religio n no w has sev eral o rders, 
so me o f which hav e made v a­ 
rio us pro gress at entering and 
accepting the mo dern wo rld. 
The o ld o rder, ho wev er, re­ 
mains rigid. And ho w! Mem­ 
bers liv e witho ut electricity , au­ 
to mo biles, 
mo dern plumbing. 
Wo men wear shawls and mo st­ 
ly black (nev er printed) clo th­ 
ing. Many families will no t al­ 
lo w such things as mirro rs in 
their ho mes. The Amish idea o f 
central heating is to hav e a co al 
furnace at the bo tto m o f the 
ho use because heat rises. The 
peo ple will no t buy mo st pack­ 
aged fo o d, will no t go to mo v ies 
and will no t read much else but 
the Bible. 


THIS ISN’T TO IMPLY the 
o ld o rder is ex actly as it was 
o riginated. It, to o , has liberaliz­ 
ed a bit. The furnaces mentio n­ 
ed, as ex ample, are a giant step 
fo rward fo r tho se Amish who 
remember when such were ta­ 
bo o . The nicely painted ho mes 
and bams here are also relax a- 
“p reen in g v an ity ” 


regulatio ns. Furthermo re, Mo ses 
Kauffman has ev en v arnished 
the flo o r o f his liv ing ro o m this 
y ear — co nsidered a to tally un­ 
necessary co mfo rt in day s go ne 
by . 
The 54-y ear-o ld Kauffman, in 
fact, is abo ut as mo dem as the 
strict church allo ws. He sub­ 
scribes to newspapers and news 
magazines to keep up o n the 
ev ents o f the day (many Amish 
care no thing fo r wo rld news). 
He enco urages his children to 
educate themselv es as far as 
po ssible (mo st Amish believ e 
eight fo rmal y ears o f educatio n 
is eno ugh). “ I ev en hav e a mir­ 
ro r in my ho use,” he say s. He 
claps his hands and laughs. “ Al­ 
tho ugh my wife say s it do esn’t 
help my appearance any .” 


KAUFFMAN’S appearance is 
ro ugh but pleasing. Sho rt, rud­ 
dy , his gray ing hair is missing 
o n to p but mo re than plentiful 
o v er his ears. His fingernails 
are permanently embedded with 
grime. The o nly co lo r he wears 
is a red band o n his cap. 
He is who leheartedly a man 
o f the so il. He rises at day break 
to milk 20 co ws, feeds 40-50 ho gs, 
and gather eggs fro m squawk­ 
ing chickens. Right no w he is 
digging mo st o f his 200 acres 
fo r co rn and wheat so wing. He 
uses a hand plo w, o f co urse, 
drawn by a ho rse. It’s hard, te­ 
dio us, demanding wo rk. It keeps 
him go ing to 8 p.m. ev ery night 
ex cept Sunday , his family ’s o nly 
day o f rest. 
Yes, he and his peo ple are 
rare o nes. Thro wbacks. Hicks 
in a hip wo rld. But as Kauff­ 
man say s, “ We do n’t po llute, we 
do n’t push o ur weight aro und, 
we aren’t in a hurry to get any ­ 
where. As far as I kno w we 
hav e no div o rces in o ur o rder, 
no bo dy o n welfare and no o ne 
in mental ho spitals.” And o ne 
o ther thing, he adds: “ No ne o f 
o ur bo y s co me ho me dead with 
flags wrapped o v er their co f­ 
fin s.”

Just a few y ears ago the fed­ 
eral go v ernment pushed its bud­ 
get past $100 billio n, and many 
Americans gasped. There is a 
v ery stro ng pro spect that by 
1975 it will be spending at least

If its effec­ 
tiv e beginning date were delay ­ 
ed, the first-y ear co st pro bably 
wo uld be higher. 


As fo r retirement, surv iv o r­ 
ship and disability pay ments, 
So cial Security autho rities es­ 
timate that by calendar y ear 
1975 the go v ernment will be pay ­ 
ing o ut benefits at a rate o f 
$45.7 billio n a y ear. 
A co uple o f y ears ago , the 
then presidential aide Daniel

That guess, to o , co uld pro v e 
co nserv ativ e. 
Because spiraling health co sts 
hav e been so difficult to co n­ 
tro l, the ex perts feel less secure 
abo ut fo recasting what the fed­ 
eral go v ernment’s to tal finan­ 
cial burden in this field will be 
in the decades bey o nd 1975. But 
if $57 billio n is ro ughly accurate 
fo r fiscal 1974, then $90 billio n 
a y ear by 2000 wo uld be a fair 
guess. 
Putting such an estimate to ­ 
gether with the o ne fo r So cial 
Security benefits, we get a ->ro - 
jectio n o f po ssibly $170 billio n 
to be spent by the federal go v ­ 
ernment in the y ear 2000 fo r 
health and So cial Security alo ne.

No w, o f co urse, by 1975 and 
again by 2000, the federal bud­ 
get o bv io usly will be a lo t big­ 
ger o v erall than President Nix ­

$229 billio n fo r fiscal 1972. A 
large eco no my , higher prices 
all will help 
suppo rt 
budget 
lev els o f sev eral hundred bil­ 
lio n do lars. 
Defense o utay s, ev en if de­ 
signed to fuel a much narro w­ 
er wo rld effo rt than we present­ 
ly finance in Asia, Euro pe and 
eisewhere, surely will surpass 
co nsiderably to day ’s v ery large 
to tals. 
Yes, certainly , 
health 
and 
So cial Security pay -o uts in the 
rest o f this century hav e to be 
put in perspectiv e against the 
enlarging eco no mic backdro p in 
American life. Yo u hav e to ad­ 
mit tho ugh that the sums are 
eno rmo us. They ’re no t scar« 
figures, but they are scary .

One conv ict was 
reported killed by a fellow pris­ 
oner and 11 others were inju red 
in fights among themselv es. 
A prison spokesman said all 
bu t 100 of the 5 00 rebel prison­ 
ers were transferred to nearby 
federal prisons and that no con­ 
cessions were made to the in­ 
mates. 
Almost 200 were sent to Mil­ 
lhav en, a new max imu m secu r­ 
ity prison 
12 miles west of 
Kingston 
that 
was 
the 
root 
cau se for the ou tbreak. 
The gov ernment planned to 
close the 148 -y ear-old Kingston 
institu tion within fou r months 
and transfer most of its in­ 
m ates to Millhav en.
